Sec. 1. RCWH50.20.090 and 1988 c 83 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) An individual shall be disqualified for benefits for any week
with respect to which the comm ssioner finds that the individual's
unenpl oynment is((+=

{&r)) due to a strike at the factory, establishnent, or other
preni ses at which the individual is or was | ast enpl oyed((:—e+

PH-H—enployer—barga-rg—process) ) .
(2) Subsection (1) of this section shall not apply if it is shown
to the satisfaction of the conm ssioner that:
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(a) The individual is not participating in or financing or directly
interested in the strike ((e—toeekeut)) that caused the individual's
unenpl oynent ; and

(b) The individual does not belong to a grade or class of workers
of which, imrediately before the commencenent of the strike ((er
Feekout)), there were nenbers enployed at the prem ses at which the
strike ((er—eekeut)) occurs, any of whom are participating in or
financing or directly interested in the strike ((er—toeckout)):
PROVIDED, That if in any case separate branches of work which are
comonly conducted as separate businesses in separate prem ses are
conducted in separate departnents of the sanme prem ses, each such
departnment shall, for the purpose of this ((subdiwvisien)) subsection,
be deened to be a separate factory, establishnment, or other prem ses.

(3) Any disqualification inposed under this section shall end when
the strike ((e—teekeut)) is term nated.
